1. On Friday, July 18, Colonel White called me for information :n 
the practice of other agencies in adjusting rates of congultanta sfter 
the new General Schedule pay retes went into effect - 13 July 1969. 


2. I tald him that I had checked several agencies, including AEC, 
MWABA, FAA, and the Department of Commerce and they considered that the 
top rete of G8~15 was « limit on what they could pay, but that they 
esald pay lesa if they wished. I said they indicated they probably 
would increase the rates of some consultants from $98.55 per day (the 
previous GS-15 top step) to $107.92 (the present GB-15 top atep) but 
that it wes not automatic, 


3. Colonel White said ii appeared to him they hadn't wade up their 
minds. I said this wea possible. I said eles there were sgencisa (such 
ag RASA) that could pay comsultants under two euthorities ~ $100 per d-y 
and Public Law 600, which permitted up to the top of the Claessificntion 
Aet ~ now $107.92. He said he didn't understand how this was possible. 
i #aid it wes because they provisusly had legialative euthority up to 
$100 per day, but because they were undcr the Claasificetion Act chey 
could now pay up to $107.92, and they expected to do go if they found 
4t neceseary. 


4, Colonel White was curious ag to what practice the State 
Department followed. I told him that I had not checked but I could a: 
a3. I said I sssumed they would follow the game practice aa other ngenci:s. 


5. Colomel White alao wondered if other agencies follaved the gs:c 
practice ag we do in giving a congultant a contract providing 2 rate =. 
the top atep of G#-15. I sald it was my umilerstanding that they used . 
pergomel ection form, the same ag for other employees, on which they 
only showed the daily pay rate. He wondered if we couldn't do the san: 
thing. I said I thought we probably could. 


6. Colonel White seemed satisfied with this information. 
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7. On Tuesdsy morning, 22 July, I called the State Department t= 
find out what pay practice they followed. ‘They indiceted that consuli2nts 
who were paid st the top step of GS-15 had been adjusted to the new poy 
of $107.0 per day. Thereafter I called AEC, FAA, and NASA. They 
indicated they were im the process of doing the samc thing. ABC 2les 
indiceted that they had established a new limit of $130 per day for 
con#ultants in highly specialized scientific fields. However, the ABC 
dg not limited by the Classificntion Act and can pay rates as high as 
mecessary t5 attract the type of individuals they need. 


8. I called Colonel White's office and left this informstion win: 
hig secretary. I have had no calls from him 2bout it.

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Under Seation 303 of the National Security Act, the Agency's author iy 
to pay Experte and Consultants is limited to paying no more than $50 a dsy, 
exceyt when confidentiel funds are authorized. The Department of Defen:., 
AES, and possibly other agencies can pay up to $100 a day. 

Some two years ago, the Deputy General Counsel imiteated that Section 30. 
of the National Security Act could be eesily revised to delete the S50 limi- 
tation, which would then bring the CIA umler PL 600 which would permit pey op 
to the top step of G5-15 (now approximately $68.90 per day, and after 1 ‘emir: 
196%, $74 per dey). No action was then considered advisable.

on Consultant's pay. Possibly, it is now desirable to secure the revision 
of Section 303 of the National Security Act.

afters. Action is being taken to correct this mistake. 

The AEC has been suthorized by the Comptroller General to pay sigh! 
differential to employees required by the nature of thelr work to work bctween 
the hours of 6:00 pm ani 6:00 am even though not on @ regular night duty tau. 
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Security Guards ani Chauffeurs to top officials have been paid unier this 

dacision, axl certain secretaries to top officials are considered eligibi«. 
The afvice of the General Counsel is being solicited to determine if 

this Agency should grant night differential in situations comparable to (X's.
